He c.'.vc a detailed account of the condition of tbo

Slavery question on his entrance into public lite; of
Ins action upon it in various cases, among them that
ol the Inot tation of Texas, at which time bo had
proposed to extend ths Missouri Compromise lino
to the Pacific, but the House of Representatives
rejected Ihe proposition, aud established tbo policy
o| abandoning geographical lines of restriction upon
Slavery. The objection to the policy of restricting
Slavery by geographical lines was difficult to answer.
If Slavery was wrong on one side of a line, it waa
«len« on the oth»r Still, such had boon the
policy of (he fathers, and he advocated it at that
time iu the hope of avoiding sectional strife. Its
defeat at the time of Ihe annexation of 1'exaa had
gin¦!! additional scope to the Slavery agitation and
to i sectional animosity, which waa greatly to bo
iliplorcd. Hud the Missouri hue then been ex-
tended to the Pac.lic, there would have been an end
ni this formidable, agitation. It. tl. sections would
have boon satisfied, rapotlloBj the South, to which
the Missouri restriction was practically an advan¬
tage, for it was really a restriction on the North.
The policy of geographical restriction bar in«

been abandoned, Mr. Douglas said he felt bound
to recur to the original principles of the Govern-
oorat, to localize and Bot nationalize Slavery, by
leaving it to the Mates and taking it out of ths
arena of Congress, 'i bis brought upon him great
indignation, . -p.. ;. y at bis own home in Illinois.
Put. i n appealing to the people of bis State, and
explaining his views and his course, he was fully
sustained by them. Continuing for some time longer
Ins explanation and defense of his support of tbo
Nebraska Act, Mr. Douglas arrived at the consider¬
ation of the Pecomptoii Constitution. The ques¬
tion about that was, is it in accordance with ths
principles of the Compromise measures of
l-öu und of the Nebraska Act' Is it ths
result and has it the sanction of popular
severeigntl I .'Will any a an," be asked, "within
"the hearing of my voice say that that Constitution
embodies the will and has the sanction of lbs
mwjoiity ot the jieople of Kansas ' " He recapitu-

lutoii the well-known facts of the recent history of
Kansas and of the origin of the Lecompton Con¬
stitution. Ihe evidence WSS CoudusiVC that th<»
Constitution had Dot the sanction of the popular
will. If you judge this Constitution bv the teebni-

liities and forms of law. you will find that it was
rottd down, legally voted down, by the people of
Kansas, and was a rejected, repudiated instrument.
If you look at it as statesmen you will arrive at tbo
same conclusion. The Leooaiptos Constitution is
not the woth nor the wil of the people of Kansas.
Why then force it upon thcffj ' Ask the Governor,
-k any of the past Governors ofthe Territory, men

who km wine people there, and they will tell you
is a mockery, nay. a crime to uphold that Con-

ttitution as the will of the people of Kansas. If
it eier becomes (he organic law of Kaiiaas, it will be
the act of Congress and not the act of the peopb)
that will make it so.

.hanged, Mr. Ptragloi replied, that made no ditTcr-
rncc nhatcver. The principle involved was the
